The problem of getting the most food for your 
money is in many families an important prob- 
lem, especially since in the average family, the 
food bill is the largest single bill which must be 
met. 

The housewife who can cut down on the food 
bill and still provide adequate nutrition for all 
of the family certainly deserves the highest 
praise. The husband who 
works all day in an effort to 
provide for the needs of the 
household has his problem, 
but the wife can also be of 
great help to the entire family 
if she takes up the study of diet 
in a serious way. If she finds 
out how to feed the family as 
inexpensively as possible, she 
has learned but half of the les- 


Dr. F. McCoy 
son—it is only when she feeds them well at the 
same time, that she has learned the whole lesson. 

In considering whether any certain diet is 
desirable, it is not enough to consider only what 


it cost. A good variety of foods which are wisely 
selected from the standpoint of food value, very 
often provides a better return from the point of 
view of health, than a diet costing much more 
which is chosen haphazardly without considering 
the question of food values. 

When the family income is low it becomes 
especially important to make sure that the foods 
purchased are nutritious as well as inexpensive. 
In order that all of the needs of nutrition may be 
met the food buyer must understand what makes 
a well-balanced dietary and must provide for 
the necessary supply of protein, food minerals, 
and vitamins. Also, special thought may be re- 
quired in determining how much is to be spent 
butter and eggs, and how much on 
starches, which are generally inexpensive. 

When the housewife gets down to funda- 
mentals she finds the diet depends upon 
what foods are generally selected. When she goes

|The Most For Your Money |The Passing Show

A reader, Mr. 0. d’Apollonia of Venice, Italy, 
writes chiding me for my simplicity in swallow- 
ing propaganda stories that depict Mussolini as 
a fire-eating dictator and exhibitionist. He says 
the story I recently printed about mutinies in 
some of the Italian regiments, and of shouts of | 
“Down with Mussolini,” are the “preposterous 
invention of an imaginative anti-fascist mind.” 

Today Mussolini is presented in a kindlier 
aspect. He may not be, in his private capacity, 
the fervid lover the French lady swears he was 
to her; as head of the Fascist State he now ap- 
pears in the role of a public Cupid, urging his 
people with words and cash bonuses to marry 
and replenish the nation. Though he claims to 
have eight million bristling bayonets at his 
command, Mussolini has had his Grand Council 
proclaim “the need of more children for Italy's 
armies of the future.” He drew up a seven 
point program whereby state loans are to be 
given to aid young couples to marry, the debt to 
be forgiven peacemea! according to the number 
of children they produce. Men with families 
will have their wages graded not according to 
their skill as workers, but according to their suc- 
cess as sires. Fathers of large families are to be 
given priority in employment and promotion. 

Little more than a year ago and Mussolini 
was excusing his rape of Ethiopia by asserting 
that Italy must have room for her overflowing 
population. The argument wasn't as sound as 
the tone in which it was delivered. Italy with 
356 persons to the square mile, is not as congest- 
ed as England and Wales (648.8); Germany 
(363.5); Japan (449.1); Holland (659.1), and is 
only about half as congested as Belgium, which 
has about 700.5 population to the square mile. 

Mussolini has the virtue of frankness in his 
present plea. He makes it clear that the Fascist 
State only desires more life in order to destroy 
it. He and his Grand Council are bonusing the 
coming cannon fodder crop.
